It .is impossible to express ade-
quately the feelings that are aroused
by consideFation of the most recent
developments in the case of Leo M.
Frank. After a strange fashion,
this man’s life had become a pecu-
liarly significant one. The better
sentiment of a whole nation, deter-
mined that extreme injustice should
mot be done, had been aroused to a
great effort to save him from the
gallows; and a courageous govern-
nor had yielded to it after the
stumbling processes of the law had
determined his fate. Whether Frank
was guilty was not the final ques-
tion; he had not been proved guilty
in a process that carried full con-
viction, and the demand that a life
should not be sacrificed without ab-
solute assurance of righteousness in
every step of the proceeding was at
length granted.

Then came the insane attack on
Frank by a frenzied fellow-prisoner,
the infliction of injuries from which
his recovery is doubtful, the col-
lapse of the whole result that had
been effected through the nation-
wide arousal of sentiment. The piti-
ful futilty of the whole thing, the
denial of satisfaction to the public
conscience that seemed to have
achieved something worth while,
make the case strangely distressing.

WAR STRIKES IN AMERICA
